community recreation, music, drama and 
neighbhorhood organization. By so do- 
ing it aims to promote citisenship, 
neighborliness, community spirit and in 
general a more abundant life for the 
locality in which it operates. 

At the present time Community Ser- 
vice is promoting work in more than two 
hundred American cities. Next year it 
is expecting to increase its field of opera- 
tions substantially and for this reason 
its working personel must be enlarged. 

The college men chosen will be given a 
very thorough training in the methods 
and policies of the organization at a 
training school to be held in Chicago 
starting August first. Following this the 
men will be sent out in the field in charge 
of an experienced worker who will give 
them practical training over a period 
of several months. After this the men 
will be fitted into the national organiza- 
tian (depending upon their own abilities

Coach Rockne of Natre Dame in 
speaking of the organization said, "There 
is absolutely no question but that 
athletics would be greatly benefited by 
such a conference. Unless a university 
is a member of some conference, comply- 
ing with well defined rules governinB 
eligibility, it comes under suspicion, no 
mutter how clean it may try to keep its 
sports. 

Athletic directors and faculty mem- 
bers of eligible institutions will be in- 
vited and all open questions about rules 
and regulations, schedules and associa- 
tions will be discussed at the March 
meeting.

The winning poem will become the 
property of the Kentucky Memorial As- 
sociation. It will be published, placed 
on a bronze tablet and probably em- 
blazoned on the wall of the proposed 
Memorial Building. The committee is to 
meet in the near future and announce- 
ment of the winner will be made soon. 

Many applications from those not liv- 
ing in the state have been made but the 
rules prescribe that the writer must be a 
resident of Kentucky. More than .sixty- 
one poems have been received by Mr. 
Graham. According to the rules each 
competitor must send five type-written 
copies of his poem and any poems not 
complying with the rules will be disre- 
garded. There is no restriction in 
length or style.

Dr. E. H. Arnold, director of the New 
Haven Normal School of Gymnastics, will 
speak to the women students of the Uni-

His lecture 
is the third in the series of spoakera 
brought here by the Vocational Guidanoo 
Committee of the Woman's League. 

Doctor Arnold, who comes here from a 
meeting of the United States Education 
Commission in Chicago, is particularly 
well known in athletic circles.

An interview with Speaker of the 
House James H. Thompson by Herbert 
Graham, the Alumni Secretary, expressed 
the great need of a more liberal financial 
support for the University. Mr. Thomp- 
son who has been mentioned as a poten- 
tial Democratic nominee for Governor 
next year has taken a stand in favr of 
tax reduction. In addition to favorinj; a 
larger annual appropriation for the Uni- 
versity he advocates an expansive build- 
ing program for the next eight or ten 
years, as recommended by the University 
Commission following its work last 
spring. 

The State Board of Health which suc- 
ceeded in taking from the University and 
Kxperiment Station the Pure Food and 
Drags inspection in 1918 and sought to 
complete the separation act by removing 
Public Service Laboratories by a bill 
introduced at this session has received a 
very marked set-back. Provision was 
made for an investigation of the finances 
of tbe Board and a separate State Board 
lor Okifopractors, both of which were 
¥lsoioaaly opposed by the Board of 
Baaltk offieals. Indications of a pos- 
alMa N'Organlsation of the Board by 
lagialitlTa aation bave been noted at

bill " only such fllma ai are In 'the 

judgment of the board of a moral and 
educational or amusing and kamlass 
chnractir shall be passed and approved by 
such hoard for exhibition in the atate of 
Kentucky." 

Tho h..ai(l of censors is to consist of 
thne pirsons to be appointed by the 
frovirnor, one to be selected from a list 
of thioo furni>hc(l by thi' Federation of 
Women's Clubs, one from a list of three 
furnished liy the Kentucky Educational 
Association, and oni selected by the 
povernor from the re^t of the .'^tatc, the 
members of tlie hoard to receive a salary 
©f a yenr eacli. 

Kentucky should by all means have a 
board of movie censorsli ip. I'roduction.s 
whicli with tile evil su^'^'(■stiveness of 
sex -problem Jihiys. sensual love scenes, 
robberies. murders, suicides, drunkenness 
and the intrusion of the coarse and vul- 
var, not only polute the mind of the 
prowini; child but exert evil influences 
on it, and in time lead many to attempt 
■uch crime as are "'.rotten away wtth" 
in the movinK pictures. 

By means of such a boaid of c n- 
Borship Kentucky mipht well iiidulKe the 
hope of raisin;.' educational and mora! 
standards to such heitrhls that (ilms 
dealinB with the cruder things of life 
•hall have no place in the thi'atrei of the 
Stat*. But as the Kernel sees it, the 
grave problem that will confront those 
entrusted with the power of appointing 
such a board will be that of selecting for 
this great service citixens of such vision 
and understanding as not to make the in- 
Btlttttion an engine of oppression by 
bjrperarltleal eenaorship and intolerance.
